Sydney FC has ensured Melbourne Vic- 
tory complete their pre-season cam- 
paign winless by overcoming the reigning 
league champions 1-0 at Olympic Park. 


Alex Brosque’s 34th minute goal proved to 
be the match winner, as he slammed home 
the ball from the edge of the area to consign 
Melbourne to last place in the pre-season cup 
and secure Sydney a belated first victory. 


However, Victory coach Ernie Mer- 
rick remains optimistic about his  side’s 
prospects for the forthcoming season de- 
spite the reigning champions slumping 
to their fourth loss from five matches. 
“We did great, I’m really happy with 
the performance in terms of the passing 
and the confidence of the team,” he said. 
“T don’t think we’ll ever play such a high 
quality game and not score again. We 
were good in the first half and even bet- 
ter in the second, and I did take a lot from 
that. The worst thing that could have hap- 
pened is if we played badly and won 1-0.” 


Seemingly intent to arrest their form 
slump, Melbourne grabbed the ascenden- 
cy early, refusing to relinquish possession 
as they attempted to stretch the Sydney 
defence with their swift ball movement. 


Archie Thompson signalled his intentions 
early as he embarked on a mazy run down 
the park, claiming the scalp of Mark Milligan 
in the process before running out of room. 
But as the half progressed, undoubt- 
edly hindered by the conditions, Victo- 
ry’s once slick interplay deteriorated as 
amateurish errors crept into the game. 


Captain Kevin Muscatwas the primary culprit, 
along with much-feted import Carlos Hernan- 
dez; constantly sending passes astray as Syd- 
ney applied significantpressure inthe midfield. 
But while Melbourne’s midfield faltered, the 
combination of Ufuk Talay and Adam Biddle 
came to the fore and began to dominate pro- 
ceedings, stylishly distributing the ball and 
creating openings for the likes of Brosque and 
former LA Galaxy player Michael Enfield. 


And in their first genuine foray for- 
ward, the sky blues came agonisingly 
close to taking the lead through for- 
mer captain Mark Rudan on 27 minutes.

After Biddle was fouled on the right flank, 
Olyroo captain Mark Milligan sent in a 
delicately whipped cross which found Ru- 
dan, who flashed a header inches high 
with Michael Theoklitos well beaten. 


And after sustained period of pressure, Syd- 
ney broke through for the opening goal in the 
34th minute as Brosque pounced on a poor 
Grant Brebner clearance before clinically 
angling a shot past a stationary Theoklitos. 


Commencing the second period in the 
same fashion as they did the first, Mel- 
bourne almost snatched an equaliser on 50 
minutes when a clearance ricocheted just 
wide of the post off half-time introduction 
Kaz Patafta following a goalmouth scrim- 
mage, before five minutes later Thompson 
scorned Victory’s best chance of the match. 


Receiving the ball at the halfway mark, 
Muscat pushed forward before play- 
ing a magnificent defence splitting pass 
which found Thompson, who cut in- 
side and drove across the face of goal. 


Having been a non-factor throughout, Her- 
nandez was replaced mid-way through 
the second half by Adrian Caceres. 


It didn’t take long for the Argentinean-born 
winger to make an impact as he ghosted past 
one defender before directed his strike wide. 


Caceres’ introduction injected much needed 
enthusiasm into a lethargic Victory line- 
up, and coupled with the emergence of Pa- 
tafta, who staked his claim for a starting 
berth, Melbourne were a transformed outfit. 


And in the 77th minute, the on-loan Ben- 
fica player almost conjured an equaliser 
for his side, playing a wondrous through- 
ball that sent Thompson in on goal, but the 
Socceroo’s scoring woes continued, shoot- 
ing wide with only Clint Bolton to beat. 


As the game approached injury time, Mel- 
bourne pushed numbers forward in attempt to 
force the game to extra time, and they almost 
did so through Patafta, but the youngster’s 
long-range strike rocketed off the crossbar.

Seventh VPL coach to go this year 


Laciano Trani became the latest coaching 
casualty in the Foxtel Cup last Monday 
night when he was told his services would 
no longer be required by the struggling 
Fawkner Blues. 

Trani is the seventh coach this season to be 
shown the door in the VPL. Asked what 
actually happened, Trani told Goal! Weekly, 
“Basically the club has decided to change the 
coach and decided to take action on Monday. 
They wanted a particular player to be on the 
bench for this week’s game and I disagreed. 
I felt the senior player in question was well 
enough to be selected to play and we had a 
difference of opinion.” 

Asked if he was feeling the pressure over the 
last few weeks considering the predicament 
the club finds themselves in, Trani said, 
“No, no there’s been no pressure. Our squad 


was very thin in terms of experience and I 
couldn’t see the logic of a senior player 
being unavailable for selection. We needed 
every senior player we could get to stand a 
chance of winning games. If they stop that 
from happening, then I see that as stopping 
us from maximising every opportunity to 
win a game. If a committee member wants 
to say who can and who can’t play, well 
then, maybe they should be running the team 
instead.” 

Trani continued to add, “The disappointment 
actually came about a month ago when 
another coach rang to inform me _ that 
there’s been talk of other people enquiring 
of the position at Fawkner, and if they were 
interested to take the position on. It’s a small 
world out there and when I found out the 
club was already voicing their options to 


other potential coaches, I wasn’t surprised, 
but you would think the board would remain 
loyal to the current coach, but obviously that 
wasn’t the case.” 

Vlado Vanis has been appointed to take over 
from Trani and was in charge of his first 
game in the 0-0 draw with South Melbourne 
on Friday night.

Kingston City have almost blown their 
chances of remaining in the VPL in 2008 by 
surrendering a well deserved 1-0 half time 
lead to lose another close game against a top 
5 side, this time Whittlesea Zebras. 

The Reds began the first half in attack from the 
outset and had Whittlesea pegged in defence 
for the most of the first half. 

The 1-0 lead however was not enough, and as 
has happened in many games throughout the 
year, Kingston were not able to keep a clean 
sheet and secure the 3 valuable points.

A spirited and disciplined performance 
by the Fawkner Blues, coupled by some 
sensational keeping by Steven Tilovski has 
seen the away side snatch a well deserved 
point from South Melbourne at Bob Jane 
Stadium on Friday night.

A 4-1 home defeat to Heidelberg 
United last Sunday saw the club come into 
this fixture placed in the relegation zone. 
The away side also came into the game with 
a new coach in charge, with journeyman 
Vlado Vanis taking over the club following 
the departure of Luca Trani during the week. 
Vanis’ experience was seen as vital in terms 
of quickly imposing himself on his squad and 
trying and lift the club out of the relegation 
zone, starting with a positive result at Bob 
Jane Stadium. On field, the Blues made one 
change from the Heidelberg match, with 
Mark Siciliano making way for David Pilic. 

As the form book suggested, South 
came out on the front foot and attacked for 
the outset, having the first chance in the 7th 
minute, when a storming run by Adam Van 
Dommele saw the former A-League star hit a 
long range drive inches over the bar.

opened the scoring again, after a stinging 
drive by De Nittis from around 20 yards saw 
the ball just creep over the crossbar and away 
for another goalkick. 

The Blues, who were content to 
sit back, launched their first counter attack 
in the 19th minute, when a sublime ball by 
Carl Recchia found Mark Tsiorlas in space, 
however a poor first touch by the big striker 
gave the South defence time to close him 
down before he could launch a shot. 

In the 25th minute, the home side 
was dealt with a major blow when Van 
Dommele was forced from the ground with 
what looked to be a head injury sustained 
in a tough 50/50 ball. The lively defender 
was replaced by the inexperienced Frank 
Drakopoulos. 

The home side came close once 
again moments later, when Trent Waterson 
turned sharply just outside the area, before 
having his somewhat tame shot saved by the 
reliable Tilovski in the Fawkner goal. The 
37th minute provided South with the best 
opportunity of the half, when another sublime 
Waterson cross found the unmark Caldwell 
inside the area. The former Melbourne 
Knights player then lauched a solid header at 
the target, only for the ball to strike the cross 
bar. 

From the resultant rebound off the 
bar, the ball fell back to Waterson, who hit a 
volley that was goal-bound but was superbly 
saved by the acrobatic Tilovski. 

The final chance of the half fell 
to Fawkner just before the break after a 
innocuous long ball caused confusion in the 
South defence, allowing Tsiorlas to muscle 
his way through into the area. With the entire 
target to aim at he launched his shot well 
over the target to his own disbelief.

There is a well known cliche in football that 
says “when you don’t take your chances, 
you will ultimately pay the price” and this 
was very much the case for the Sunshine 
Georgies at Chaplin Reserve on Sunday 
against the AIS outfit from Canberra.

In 1954, Soccer News was The Official Organ 
of the Victorian Amateur Soccer Football 
Association. From the April 24 issue of that 
year, I will be taking a look back at the 
Interstate Carnival. 

Going into the event Victoria’s chances 
were “considered slim after our rather dismal 
performances in Queensland last year’. The 
Carnival was held in Adelaide. The opener saw 
N.S.W. thump Tasmania 10-1 at Norwood Oval. 
Rowles got four for the title favourites. 

Victoria then played Queensland. Rice gave us 
the lead after a minute, but Queensland soon took 
the lead before Schipperhyn found an equaliser 
before half-time. Vic goalkeeper Czauderna 
was forced into action early in the sceond half, 
keeping us in the game before Sutherland put 
the Mighty Vics in front. Schipperhyn got a 
second as the Bananabenders were beaten 4-2. 
Western Australia then beat South Australia 4-2 
to complete the opening day. 

The weather started getting rough. “Frequent 
showers since early morning has turned the 
pitch into very heavy going. On the far side of 
the playing area there are two cricket pitches and 
they, at the present time, are literally speaking 
“‘bogs’.” This didn’t prevent scoring, with South 
Australia doing Tasmania 8-5. Western Australia 
suprised Queensland with a 3-0 win. 

Angus Drennan gave Victoria a lucky lead 
with a cross which sailed into the top corner, but 
Sands levelled for N.S.W. just before half-time 
in the other game. Stewart gave the scum the 
lead, but Gottesman found Victoria an equaliser 
with just two minutes remaining.

The Vic team was: Czauderna, Clarke, 
Zblocki, Stott, Jack, Weymess, Garncarozuk, 
Strahan, Gottesman, Pittoni and Schipperhyn. 

Lee put S.A. up after ten minutes, with Victoria 
appearing “very ragged”. Kitas made it two 2-0 
five minutes later, before we managed to settle 
down. Soccer News then levelled the following 
accusation: “and Weymess scored brilliantly 
with a 30-yard shot over a wall of players, but 
the linesmand waved one of our players off-side 
and the goal was disallowed (we were robbed).” 
Gottesman did pull a goal back which they could 
take off us, and it was 1-2 at the change of ends. 

The half-time break saw a moment of 
inspiration described by Ray Carlson of Soccer 
News: “In the dressing-room Tom Jack simply 
roasted Victoria team, telling them to hit the ball 
and cut out the tap, tap, tapping which went on 
all through the first half. Shortly after the start 
of the second half he demonstrated by bashing 
a penalty which we received for a foul “right 
through” the net and 99 per cent of the crowd 
thought he had missed.” Victoria went on to win 
4-2. 

On the fourth day, N.S.W. beat Western 
Australia 1-0 in “one of the greatest games of 
soccer ever witnessed in Australia”. The game 
was played feverishly, and the “pace, which was 
a cracker throughout the game, never slackened”. 
A collision between Luchesi (W.A.) and Sands 
(N.S.W.) held up play for a minute or so but 


“when it was found both players were able to 
carry on it was loudly acclaimed by the crowd”. 
Queensland then slammed South Australia 
for six, winning 6-0. Victoria was then held to 
a 2-2 draw by the Apple Islanders. On Easter 
Monday the final round saw N.S.W. defeat the 
hopless hosts S.A. 6-1. Victoria drew again, 
with Western Australia 2-2 and Queensland beat 
Tasmania 4-2. With five games in five days, the 
final table saw N.S.W. finish two points ahead of 
Western Australia and Victoria to win the title. 
Elsewhere in Soccer News that week, it 
was noted by V.J.M. Dixon that the closure of 
Olympic Park was a disaster for the V.A.S.F.A. 
The ground was being demolished to make way 
for three stadiums on the site in preparation for 
the Olympic Games in 1956. The V.A.S.F.A. 
Bulletin called upon “all official please not that 
the George Cross ground is situated at No.6 
Princes Park and not No.8 Royal Park as stated 
in the Official Year Book.” 
So the V.A.S.F.A was as inept as the F.F.V. 
Juventus were top of Division One, with 6 
points from 4 games, J.U.S.T. were second with 
a game in hand. Sunshine City led the Second 
Dvision, with Sunshine United on the bottom of 
the table. George Cross, who had yet to get any 
sunshine in the, were fourth after four games, 
Ukrainia were top of Division Four, Slovakia 
were fourth with Upper Yarra Dam in sixth, one 
spot above Shell. Not sure what ever happened 
to Shell, but after execution of Ken Saro-Wiwa 
by the Nigerian military in 1995 acting on behalf 
of the multinational oil interests in that country I 
have no sympathy for them.

The weekend’s results contain mixed 
blessings for Eltham: it is now mathematically 
assured of a place in the top five, but it looks 
like it will have to settle for that place being 
fourth, as it is unrealistic to think it can overtake 
Ashburton, given its remaining games. 

Having inched out of the bottom 
two last weekend courtesy of a draw, despite 
suffering the agony of a last minute equalizer, 
Bendigo Vipers went one better this weekend, 
and defeated Casey Comets 1-0 at Beischer 
Oval on Saturday.

Eltham 
North meets Heidelberg United at DISC, while 
Casey Comets and the University of Melbourne 
clash at Comets Stadium, also on Sunday. Keilor 
Park Reserve is the venue for the Keilor Park 
against WVSA match, while Sandringham and 
Ashburton round out the competition at RJ 
Sillitoe Reserve.

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ive years ago Gretna were a non- 
Piece: side playing in the English 

Northern Premier League. Last 
weekend they played their first ever 
match in the Scottish Premier League, 
completing what has been a remarkable 
rise usually only seen in games like 
Football Manager. 


Unfortunately for Gretna fans, the big day 
was a rude shock to a team that has become 
accustomed to winning: a 4-0 loss to Falkirk 
at home. 

Admittedly the general consensus after the 
match was that the score line did not do Gretna 
justice. Yet they would still be disappointed 
to lose so heavily, especially to a side like 
Falkirk who many pundits expect to be in the 
lower half of the table this season. From here 
the opposition will only get stronger, with 
games against Hearts, Hibs and Aberdeen, 
not to mention Celtic and Rangers. 


Gretna’s big day was also marred by an old 
manager who won’t let go. 

For most of Gretna’s rapid transformation, 
they’ ve been managed by Rowan Alexander. 
Last March he was given leave of absence 
on health grounds, and promptly replaced 
by his assistant, David Irons. However just 
before kick-off last Saturday, Alexander 
turned up uninvited, expecting to resume his 
managerial duties. Naturally he was turned 
away, but conveniently he had a prepared 
statement for the waiting journalists, and 
subsequently took most of the media 
attention. 


Yet whatever happens this season, both 
on and off the field, even if many more 4- 
0 defeats are to follow, fans will no doubt 
continue to celebrate the very fact they are 
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in the SPL at all. Gretna is a tiny village on 
the Scottish-English border, near Dumfries. 
Their home ground, Raydale Park has a 
capacity of 3000. For a club that attracts an 
average attendance of 1200, it has always 
been, and probably always will be, more 
then adequate. However SPL requirements 
state that all clubs must have a stadium with 
a minimum capacity of 6000. So despite 
having a population of only 2700, Gretna will 
soon have their own 6000-seater stadium. 
In the meantime, theyll be playing home 
games at Motherwell’s Fir Park, nearly 100 
kms from Gretna. 


Gretna’s rise to the SPL has been dubbed as 
a ‘fairytale’ by many, and on the surface it 
does sound impressive They’ve won three 
promotions in the past three years, often 
taking out the division title with ease. In 
2004/05 they scored 130 goals, 1 goal short 
of the British league record. Two seasons 
ago, when Gretna were in Second Division, 
they made it to the FA Cup Final, only to lose 
to Hearts on penalties. 


However as Hearts had already qualified 
for Europe, just making it to the final meant 
Gretna became the first team from the third 
tier of their domestic competition to qualify 
for the UEFA Cup. 


If it all sounds too good to be true, it’s because 
in part it isn’t quite true. This newfound 
success would not be possible without the 
funds provided by multi- 


millionaire Brooks Mileson. He has never 
claimed to be a life-long Gretna fan, but his 
love and commitment to grass-roots football 
cannot be questioned. He has funded over 70 
non-league clubs throughout Britain, as well 
as making significant donations to various 
supporters’ trusts.

However Mileson’s main project is Gretna, 
which he has turned into the Chelsea of 
Scottish league football. Once he assumed 
ownership Gretna became the only team of 
full-time professionals in the Third Division. 
He has also financed a youth academy, and 
set up feeder-club arrangements with local 
teams, something unheard of outside of the 
SPL.

For the past three seasons, even in Third 
Division, they have been paying the highest 
salaries outside of the SPL. Three years ago 
former Livingstone striker David Bingham 
turned down the chance to play in the SPL 
with Inverness, to play three tiers lower with 
Gretna. And just this week club officials 
claimed they were on the verge of signing an 
as-of-yet unnamed striker from an English 
Premier League club. 


With this in mind, it’s not surprising that 
Gretna has managed to rise through the 
Scottish league so rapidly. It is less a fairytale 
then a case of Brooks Mileson buying his 
way into the SPL. Many clubs might have 
more fans and come from bigger towns, but 
few have anywhere near as much cash as 
Mileson’s Gretna. 

Yet this hasn’t stopped so many romantics 

from spinning myths of a small-town grass- 
roots club fighting its way up against all 
odds. 
Statistics count wins and losses, but not the 
money that has been spent. Which brings us 
back to Alexander and his lame publicity 
stunt last weekend. Three promotions in 
three years is a statistic any manager would 
love on their CV, and Alexander no doubt 
feels a little left out despite it being he who 
has managed Gretna for the past three years. 
But while Alexander might bicker with club 
officials, in the end it’s Mileson’s cash that 
should be getting all the credit.

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Adelaide United has gone back to back, 
claiming the Pre-Season Cup title for the 
second consecutive time after defeating 
Perth Glory 2-1 in the Final at Hindmarsh 
Stadium. 

The Reds came from a goal down at half time 
to win, with a goal from Bruce Djite in the 
66th minute and a Cassio special with less 
than 10 minutes remaining to keep Adelaide 
United’s three year unbeaten run in the Pre- 
Season Cup alive and adding another prize 
to United’s trophy cabinet. 

United made one change to the squad from 
the Semi Final, midfielder Kristian Sarkies 
making way for defender Isyan Erdogan to 
fill a spot on the bench. 

It took five minutes before the first real 
chance of the game fell to United defender 
Robert Cornthwaite but his hurried shot 
from close range scooped over the bar. 

The early stages provided a tight, even affair, 
with neither side able to seriously threaten, 
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Queensland ’s curious monopoly over the 
Central Coast Mariners has continued 
tonight, with the Roar downing an 
experimental Mariners line up 3-1 in 
the playoff for third place at Bluetongue 
Central Coast Stadium, despite playing 
the final stages of the match with only 
nine players. 

Frank Farina’s charges twice saw red in an 
engrossing encounter that was entertaining 
from the outset, with Ante Milicic, Marcinho 
and Reinaldo netting goals for the visitors in 
reply to Matt Simon’s ninth minute opener.

The Newcastle Jets may not have been as 
polished in front of goal as last week but 
coach Gary Van Egmond declared himself 
happy nonetheless with a 4-2 penalty 
shootout win over the Wellington Phoenix 
at Westpac Stadium in Wellington, on 
Friday night. 

The game was scoreless after 90 minutes 
before goalkeeper Ante Covic produced two 
saves to help his side to fifth place in the Pre- 
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which could have been put down to some 
nervous final jitters. 

With a piece of silverware on the line, 
strangely the majority of the first half 
lacked any real spark, Nathan Burns, Travis 
Dodd and Richie Alagich looking the most 
prominent to try and generate something in 
attack but Perth’s defence was proving hard 
to penetrate. 

While United were trying to manufacture an 
opening goal, it was the visitors who went 
into half time break in front. A Leo Bertos 
free kick found its way through a field of 
players in the box and finished in the far 
corner of the net to the bemusement of the 
United defence, giving Perth Glory a 1-0 
lead going into the break. 

A goal down, Burns continued to threaten, 
and in the 56th minute the 19 year old took 
advantage of a Perth mistake, sending in a 
cross in from the left to an unmarked Dodd 
but the vice captain’s first touch let him down 
and allowed Glory keeper Tando Velaphi to 
swoop on the ball. 

Adelaide made its first change in the 63rd 
minute with Jason Spagnuolo replacing 
Bobby Petta. 

Controlling the game, The Reds eventually 
drew level in the 66th minute. Spagnuolo 
won possession and sent Cassio on his bike 


with a precise ball down the line. The little 
Brazilian then floated over a superb ball to 
the near post for Bruce Djite to hit a left foot 
volley past Velaphi. 

Perth were on the back foot and were just 
holding on until the 83rd minute when Cassio 
struck for the third time in four games. The 
Brazilian pocket rocket found room 25 
metres out and let fly with the ball taking a 
slight deflection as it looped over the keeper 
and into the net. From a goal down united 
was now one to the good with time running 
out. 

In the 90th minute Perth’s Nikita Rukavytsya 
had the ball in a dangerous pposition but 
Erdogan made a crucial tackle to close him 
down. The last few minutes were spent 
deep in the Glory half before referee Ben 
Williams’ final whistle after four minutes of 
added time signalled Adelaide United as the 
Pre-Season Cup champions for the second 
year in a row.

Roar were deserved winners and now enter 
their third Hyundai A-League campaign 
having achieved their highest ever Pre- 
Season Cup finish. 

Furthermore, the Mariners have now not 
defeated the Roar in nine consecutive 
meetings, stretching back to their inaugural 
Pre-Season Cup clash in July 2005. 
“Queensland to their credit got everybody 
behind the ball and we had nobody with the 
courage to take the game to them and drag 
their players out of position, we were just 
happy to go back to Viddie, Boogs or Wilko, 
go wide, come back inside and then give the 
ball away,” said Mariners Football Manager 
Lawrie McKinna after the match. 

“It was average. We went from having a 
good pre-season, to being bad in the last two 
weeks.” 

Positives were indeed hard to find for 
the Mariners, whose at times indifferent 
performance added further credence to a 
worrying club trend of not capitalising on 
a mathematical advantage when presented 
with one. 

In five matches since their inception, the 
Mariners have conceded one or more goals
